constitutionality of the act of 
the Alabama legisiature of March 7, 
1907, was raised by the Southern Rail- 
way Company after it had been requir- 
ed to pay the county $22,450 as an an- 
nual franchise tax. This act provided 
that all foreign corporations author- 
ized to do business in the state under 
the laws of Alabama must pay an an- 
nual franchise tax. The railroad com- 
pany claimed this was unconstitutional, 
as applied to it, claiming it was an 
improper discrimination between a do- 
mestic and foreign corporation. 

The city court of Birmingham, in 
which the suit was brought by the 
railroad to recover the tax, gave a 
judgment against the railroad, and the 
supreme court of Alabama, in affirm- 
ing that decision, held the law consti- 
tutional. 

The same decision was given in the 
suits of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company and other railroads 
for the recovery of the taxes paid un- 
der the law.

Speech From Throne. 

The king's speeches usually 
but one c in that 
regarded as significant. ,efer- 
ring to the proposed reform of the 
house of lords, the speech contained 
the qualifying clause: ‘In the opinion 
of my advisers,’ which is interpreted 
as meaning that the king wants to dis- 
sociate himself from such proposals. 

The King said: 

“Recent experience has disclosed se- 
rious difficulties, due to recurring dif- 
ferences of strong opinion between the 
two branches of the legislature. Pro- 
posals will be laid before you with all 
convenient speed, to define the rela- 
tions between the housés of parliamenr, 
sf as to secure the undivided authority 
of the house of commons over finance 
and its predominance in legislation, 
These measures, in the opinion of my 
acvisers, should provide that this house 
should be so constituted as empowered 
&s to exercise impartially in regard to 
pioposed jegisiation, the functions of 
finitiation, revision and subject to prop- 
‘ry safeguards of delay.’ 

Debate on the Speech. 

In the course of the debate in the 
house of lords on the address in reply 
to the king’s speech, Lord Lansdowne, 
eader of the opposition, said that if 
the new house of commons adopted the 
finance bill the lords were ready to ex- 
pedite its passage, although their opin- 
ion with regard to it was unchanged. 

The proposed sequence of the events 
was clear, he said. First, the finan- 
cial bill was to be 4Gisposed of and 
then the veto power of the lords was 
to go in order that the way should be 
made more clear for home rule. 

Lord Lansdowne expressed amaze- 
ment at the audacity of the govern- 
ment. 

“You think,” he continued, “this a 
sufficient mandate for pulling the con- 
stitution of this country to pieces, for 
breaking up the union and setting up 
a Single chamber of government. I 
use the last expression advtsedly, be- 
cause if the words of his majesty’s 
speech have any meaning at all, that 
is what they mean.”

Balfour Speaks for Conservatives. 


Arthur J. Balfour spoke for the op- 
position. He criticised the king's 
speech for its ambiguity, particularly 
on the naval question. The general 
election had been primarily on the 
budget, and he was not quite sure 
what the country had pronounced. 

“When the budget,” he said, “ 
received cold and chilly, but numer- 
ically adequate support in this house, 
it will doubtless become a law. I be- 
lieve the majority of constituencies in 
Great Britain are prepared to support 
the budget, Mut can it be pretended 
that Ireland favors it? If Ireland ab- 
stains from opposing the budget it 
will be because the Irish members 
think that the interests of home rule 
override those of finance, and I hold 
that if the budget were isolated from 
all other questions it would be re- 
jected. 

“If the prime minister's home rule 
declaration, made just before the elec- 
tion, had been taken serionsly in Eng- 
land, as it was in Iregand, the other 
questions would all have been 
dwarfed.” 

“The lords and all parties in the 
house of commons wanted the reform 
of the house of lords. The labor party 
wanted to abolish the house of lords 
alteégether. The nationalists and the 
English and Scotch members wanted a 
reform of the constitutie@n. Tbe Irish 
wanted to get out of the constitution 
entirely. Looking under the gurface,. 
how could the government say they 
knew what was the opinion of the 
country on any one of the great issues 
before them?’ 


Asquith Loudly Cheered. 
Mm Asquith, in rising to reply, was

loudly cheered. He supposed that the 
King’s speech was the shortest on rec- 
ord.

“The house of lords,” said the pre-

appeal to the country was primarily 
an appeal to give them authority to 
put an end to that state of affairs.” 

Lords Will Be Curbed. 

The premier said that the house 
would proceed on the question of the 
lords by resolutions, which would be 
laid on the table soon, discussed before 
the Baster recess and passed at tnis 
sesion. The government had only two 
objects in view—to pass the budget 
and to speedily end, by the wisest and 
most accurate method, the constitu- 
tional condition giveng to nonrepre- 
sentatives and irresponsible authority 
the powér to thwart tne purposes and 
mutilate the handiwork of the chosen 
exponents of the people’s will.

Chicago, February 21.-—"A square 


deal” is asked for in a pamphlet given 
to the public here today by 139 rail- 
roads in connection with the discussion 
over the rates for handling the United 
States mail.

MINS TAX CASE 


State Loses in United 
| States Supreme Court. 


Decision by Justice Lurton Up- 
holds Injunction by Which 
State Was Restrained From 
Levying Taxes on Property 
and Franchise of the Road. 


Washington, February 21.—-The 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany today won a partial victory over 
the state of Georgia, when the supreme 
court of the United States affirmed the 
main points of the opinion of the lower 
federal court, holding that the railroad 
was required to pay only a state tax 
of one-half of one per cent of the net 
earnings of its property, and not prop- 
erty or franchise taxes. 

The opinion was the first Justice 
Lurton has rendered from the supreme 
court bench. The only qualification of 
this victory was a modification of the 
decree as to the Washington branch. 
As to that branch, the state won its 
contention. 

Language Differently Construed., 

The use of the English language in 
1833, when the state of Georgia was 
granting a charter to the “Georgia 
Railroad Company,” now the Georgia 
tailroad and janking Company, 
construct a “rail or turnpike road,” 


ment of this long controversy. 

The charter contained a clause ex- 
empting the railroad from taxation to 
a certain extent. It read: 

“The stock of said company and its 
branches shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion for and during the term of seven 
years from and after the completion 
of the said railroads or any one of 
them; and after that shall be subject 
to a tax of not exceeding one-half per 
cent per annum on the net proceeds of 
their investments.” 

Interpreting this clause in the char- 
‘ter of 1853, the state sought to levy 
other taxes. 

Enjoined by District Court. 

The United States district court for 
the northern district of Geor- 
gia issued an order enjoining 
the state from collecting any 
tax other than the income tax, or one- 
half of one per cent of the net earnings 
of the property. This prevented the 
State from levying and collecting a 


or a franchise tax, both of which 
comptroller general of the state claim- 
ed a right to collect. 

Justice Lurton said that the court 
was Of the opinion that the charter ex- 
empted the investments of the com- 
pany. As to the franchise, the court 
held that. as the franchise was a part 
of the property, and the property not 
being subject to a property tax, there- 
fore a part of it could not be taxed, 


History of the Case. 
history of this case is an ex- 
tremely interesting one and involves 
many very pretty legal points. 

Under the franchise tax act of the 
general assembly of 1893, which stated 
;that every corporation within the lim- 
lits of the state was liable to taxation 
jupon its franchise, fi. fas. were issued 
ib: Comptroller General Wright against 
the railroad, uron its surplus over the 
capital stock and its franchise. Imme- 
diately the road took issue, claiming 
that [f was not liable to any taxes 
other than that placed upon its net 
investménts. 

An injunction restraining the. state 
from collecting any of these taxes was 
secured in the United States, by a de- 
,cizgion of Judge Newman. The state 
‘appealed this decisicn and it was then 
jcarried to the United States supreme 
court, where it has been held in abevy- 
ance ever since, pending a decision ‘in 
the case of the Western and Atlantic 
rcad versus the State.

Attorney General Hart, representing

jlewal to tax a stockholder, this did not 
| prevent the surplus from being levied 
}uron. His third argument was that the 
| Washington branch was not mentioned 
‘in the original charter and accordingly 
was not entitled to its privileges. 

The supreme court overruled the 
State Im all these arguments except 
the one in regard to the Washington 
branch. This was the only point 
scored. 

The decision does not apply to the 
Macon branch, running from Camak to 
Macon. This branch has always paid 
its taxes into tne state treasury as a 
separate corporation. 


COMMISSION FAVORS 
TAFT’S MEASURE 


The Interstate Commerce Bill 
a Indorsed With 
Slight Changes. 


Washington, February 21.+—-In a for- 
mal statement submitted to President 
Taft and to the house and senate com- 
mittees the interstate commerce com- 
mission has suggested certain changes 
in the interstate commerce m¢asure, 
now, pending in congress. 

The bill as a whole is approved by 
the commission and in its staiement 
the commission expresses its gratifica- 
tion “that this measure embodics most, 
if not all. of the principal recommenda- 
tions heretofore made to the congress, 
except the valuation of railroad prop- 
erties, and also contains provisions of 
great importance, which in their gen- 
eral scope are unanimously indorsed.” 

However, the commission recom- 
mended “that the bill be so amended 
as to eontain the explicit 


jurisdiction or power over orders of 
the commission not Now possessed by 
circuit courts of the United States.”

A COUNTY THAT MEANS BUSINESS. 


Two grapd juries of Laurens county have recommended large bond 
issues—one of them fixing the amount at $500,000—for the purpose of 
building roads,. and the project is strongly indorsed in a recent editorial 
in the Doublin Courier-Dispatch for the excellent reasons which it pre- 
sents. 3 , : | 

The Courier-Dispatch points out that once good -roads are built all 
over the county, the convict force will be able to maintain them and 
keep them in good repair; but that its convict force alone 1s not sufficient 
to construct, surface and keep in repair all roads throughout the county. 
Continuing, The Courier-Dispatch says: , 

The force used in Laurens county ts sufficient to keep the roads in 
repair and construct lateral roads from neighboring communities to 
the main thoroughfares and that is all that should be expected. 

We havb given this matter considerable study and it seems to us 
that the only way every section of the county can get a clayed highway 

is for the commissioners to employ a first-class civil engineer, have 

him survey and plat every mile of road in the county to be built and 

then let out the work by contract. If this should be done the cost per 
mile will be much less than the roads of the county are now costing, & 
much better piece of work would be done and the roads would be com- 


pleted within a year. 
Of course, in order to pay for this work bonds would have to be ts- 


The commissioners would have to have in hand a large sum of 
money. In our judgment not less than $500,000 should be issued. This 
money could be secured easily for 5 per cent. The annual cost would 
therefore be $25,000, or but little more than 60 cents for each person in 
Laurens county. Is there a man in the county who would not be will- 
ing to pay 50 cents each year to have clayed highways run into every 
section of Laurens county? 


The foregoing illustrates a point which The Constitution has diligently 
sought to keep before the counties of the state whicn are engaged in the 
work of improving their road systems.

UNLESS GEORGIA COUNTIES BUILD FOR THE FUTURE—BUILD

surfacing materials cannot be procured for nothing, nor can the services 
of an expert in superintending first construction.

service.

Strikingly coincidental was an Associated Press dispatch from Wash- 
ington and a special cable from Paris, appearing simultaneously in a 
recent edition of The Constitution. :

by stating that “he (Roosevelt), is anxious to have a hand in the big things 
that are happening in a political way, and is convinced that he, better than 
any other man, can straighten out some of the tangies which are worrying 
the republican leaders.’ 

It is sometimes the part of wisdom to discount news put torward in 
this vague fashion, but the substance of this interview is sufficiently 
plausible to start political speculation on an entirely new tack. 

Is it possible that Mr. Roosevelt is goirg to star in the, to him, novel 
role of reconciler of differences? The mood is not characteristic; he is 
an advocate of combat rather than of conciliation as a way of settling 
differences and getting out of an impasse of a party nature. 

Yet, who knows? The “Back from Elba’ contingent has persistently 
intimated that upon returning to America, Mr. Roosevelt must, perforce, 
take open issue with Mr. Taft. On the other hand, it is not like Mr. 
Roosevel: to go back on a friend, especially a friend favored in the unprece- 
dented stvle observed in the big Ohioan’s case. 

Considering these contradictory and baffling factors, it is not inconceiv- 
able that the former president hopes, by his personal presence and his 
powerful personal following and influence, peacefully and under cover, to 
dissolve the embarrassments .ow compassing Taft, and save the face of a 
very much-bedevilled party. 

Again, would Taft accept such aid or would he brook even implied 
interference? The situation is sufficiently unique and portentous to compli- 
cate surmise already widely divulgent and hostile.

The Bonds and Wages. 
(From The Journal of Labor.) 
Now that the bond issue is passed, 
may we not be pardoned if in the name 
of these good men and women, these 
true sons and daughters of Atlanta, we 
offer to our kind mayor and those hav- 
ing the disposition of the bonds voted, 
in consideration of fairness and justice, 
that in awarding the contracts to the 
bidders. for the work contemplated 
something be done to protect our labor 
against cheap and unfair competition. 
it is not a question of the employment 
of union labor—although it would be 
only a reasonable request—but we do 
urge upon these gentlemen that all 
bids for work be based upon the wage 
established by the union of the craft 
employed on the work. This will pro- 
tect the fair employer, and will also 
protect the industrious and ambitious 
workmen of our city. The amount of 
money to be expended could be used to 
our undoing unless a safeguard is 

thrown around our interests. 

Cheap contractors could come into 
the fleld and secure such contracts as 
the city would give out, and the rate 
of wage established by the city, 
through them, would become the pre- 
vailing- price for labor, and we would 
suffer frém idleness that would endan- 
ger our standard of living, which -is 
maintained by our organizations. 

We would be compelled to accept the 
wage established—and to-do. this 
would be to our hurt and pride.

Crown Prince Constantine of Greece 
has apparently given up all idea of 
ever occupying his father’s throne, or 
even of returning to the land of his 
birth. For he has just acquired a pal- 
ace at St. Petersburg, where he will 
in future make his home, and has 
caused all the contents of his palace 
at Athens and of his country seat at 
Tatoi to be packed and shipped to the 
Russian capital. Moreover, he is tak- 
ing service in the Russian army, in 
which he already holds the colonelcy 
of one of the crack regiments of the 
gusrds, and to which he will now be 
advanced to grade similar to that 
which he occupied in the Greek army, 
nainely that of lieutenant-general. 
That the crown prince should make 
his home in Russia rather than in 
Germany, and take service in the army 
of the czar rather than in that of his 
wife's brother, the kaiser, is attribu- 
table to the fact that both he and she 
belong to the Greek Rite. which is the 
national faith of Russia. Then, too, 
his relations with the czar are more 
intimate than those.with Emperor Wil- 
liam, with whom both he and the crown 
princess quarreled so bitterly a couple 
of years after their marrtage, that 
there was no intercourse between them 
for years. Nor has he ever quite ‘for-

GROWN IN ARIZONA 


The Soil and Climate of Ari- 
zona Are Adapted to 
the Staple. 


Washington, February 21.—The soll 
and climate of Arizona are adapted to 
the successful growing of- Egyptian 
cotton, according to the announcement 
of the bureau of Indian affairs of 
the accomplishment of its  experi- 
mental station at Sacaton, near Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. The work has been car- 
ried on for the past two years by the 
Indian bureau in conjunction with the 
bureau of plant industry. Several 
acres were planted, and as the re- 
sult of raising two crops, there is now 
in the hands of the superintendent of 
the station 9,000 pounds of fine long 
Staple cotton which will be shipped 
to the Indian bureau's warehouse in 
New York for marketing. 

The bureau of plant industry has for 
a number of years been testing the 
possibilities of raising Egyptian cotton 
in the hot regions of the southwest. 
These experiments, it was said, at the 
Indian office today, have proved that 
Kgyptian cotton will thrive in that 
section of the country and that the 
length of the staple does not suffer 
as the result of transplanting to the 
new soil, climate and conditions.

At the meeting in the general coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon the following 
ordinance by Councitiman Chambers was 
dntroduced and referred to the ordi- 
nance committee. 


“Section 1. That all meetings 
boards, commissions, committees or 
other agencies existing by reason of 
the charter or ordinances of the city 
of Atlanta shall be held in public and 
open to the presence of any citizen 
who desires to attend the same and 
none of such meetings shall be held in 
secret or shall the public be excluded 


of all 


therefrom, nor shal! executive sessions)! 


be called by such boards, commissions, 
committees or similar agencies for any 
purpose whereby the public is exclud- 
ed from attending such meetings or 


hearing all that transpires there, if the 


public desires to attend and hear same. 

“Sec. 2. Any member of any board, 
commission, committee or 
agency of the city, as above named, 
who participates in a meeting not open 
to the public or a secret one or one 
Violative or in opposition to the pro- 
visions of section 1 of this ordinance, 
shall be deemed guilty of a violation 
of the duties of his office and such 
Violations shall subject him to be re- 
moved from his office. 

“Sec. 3. in case any member 
members violate the provisions of this 
ordinance, the general council shall 
fix a date to which such member or 
members shall be cited to appear and 
Show cause why judgment should not 
be entered declaring that they have 
violated the duties of their office and 
removing them therefrom and declar- 
ing a@ vacancy to exist in the 
theretofore held by suc 
members. Such notice shal! be served 
by the marshal personally or at the 
last known address of such member cr 
members and shali be at least five 
Gays prior to the time fixed by such 
resolutton of the mayor and general 
council for a hearing as above prv- 
vided. 

“Sec. 4. At the 
hearing the clerk 
of the citation or notice 
above provided, and the hearing shai! 
proceed. If the officer or member 
notified is found guilty of violating 
this ordinance a jiudgment shall be 
entered on the minutes of the mayor 
and general council of the date of the 
hearing and thereupon the term of 
such member shall cease and a va- 
cancy exist tn his office and the mav- 
or and general council shall at once 
proceeds to fill nh vacancy.”

Chicago, February 21.—Wheat was 
nervous and erratic today, fluctuating
